This CT updates 7 FAM 010 by adding section 017. This new FAM section 
incorporates concepts that appeared in a series of ALDAC cables in the 
1990s highlighting the fact that posts should not prepare letters of 
introduction or make guarantees or assurances on behalf of private U.S. 
citizens without obtaining express approval of the Department from all 
appropriate offices, including the relevant regional Bureau, CA and L.

If this issuance changed more than 
half the words, we did not use darl< magenta italic. The CT line in each 
section shows when that section last changed.
